At the time of Dosti's nomination as head of CFS, Shsfki lllraku, 
prominent Albanian resident in lftlan, stated that Dost! waa well 
known for hia honesty and that ha was the only one who would 
treat Abas Kupl with respsot sad who would be treated with 
respect by Kupi. Dostl is liked by political element* in 
southern Albania* According to ttrcku, any work entrunted to 
Dost! will be honestly dons. (CIA 80 80921a, Ifoveaber 7, 1949) 
Several mcabers of the CFA, ospeelally Abas Kupi and Said

suoh cooperation will undermine the republican basic of CPA*

Dostl Is said to have complete distrust of feiehl Kotta* Dostl 
is seeking a person of confidence through whom he oan mede

(CIA SO DB 25761, June 7, I960) Dicing the course of a oon ver- 
sa t Ion on July 26, 1900 Mu chi gotta attacked Dostl for leading 
the BK Into the Greek Internet tonal and also aoonsed Best! of

Dostl countered with the statement that Hrrnenl is young and does 
not have so much Influence as is attributed to him* (CIASO 
47719, September 22, i960) According to Abas ErmoI, Dostl 
often embarrassed hia party and the CFA because ha was lading 
In ideas of hia won and waa unable to woke decisions.

Dostl vetoes a suggestion that Constantin Chekresl, wall-known 
Albanian emigre in Washington, beoome editor of ghqlparia^ 
organ of CFA. The reason given by Dostl for hia objection is 
said to haws boon that C*s past had been "too involved *■ Id 
reality, ^osti does not want Chekresl to participate la the CFA 
because the latter is muoh mors capable that Dostl* Kith 
Chekresl around, Dostl will undoubtedly feel very miaportant .

The secession of tho moderate elements of the BK, hooded by 
All Keloyra, Mureddin Flora and Bilim Begeja, resulted in 
seriously weakening the leftist current, headed by Abas taenl* 
Those who know Dostl oonslder him a weakling, uncertain as to 
what attitude he should take toward the rival ourrents of the 
organisation of whioh ha was head* It is believed that hie own 
inclination Is toward tho moderates, but that flrltlsh»U*8* 
support given to Emeni will load him finally to embrace the 
letter's osuse.

opposed by Dostl and Zef Mi* Tbs latter too alio opposed the 
nomination of All Xeloyra (leader of tbs BK right wingj wheat ths y 
aoouse of haring provoked a sohiam within the BZ. (Oil SO 
54140, Deoesber IS, IS SO) Dost! and Zef Ml are opposing the 
adniaeioa of BKI to the CfA, reiterating their old aeowsstlaa 
of oolleboret Ionian and oltlmlng that adoleslon of BKX would 
result in loss of prestige and that the Committee would be 
attacked harshly by ths propaganda of ths present Albanian

leaders held Important positions In the Italian-Imposed regimes 
from 1959 to 1945* (Department of Stats ZR 6886.144, Daosmber 
82, 1968) 2n a usngi published in December 16, 1968 Issue of 
Shqyperin.

daughter admonished his father to desist from his anti-Communlst 
activities *■ fas was making life difficult for his children la 
Albania. Konloa allegedly implored Dostl to return to Albania f 
and promised him that be would be restored to his old position in 
the Ministry of Justloe* Dostl claimed that he declined 
Konloa* s offer* On his recent return from Europe, Doeti found 
another letter from hie daughter which bed reached the U.S* through 
the international call.
